TICKETS 


The Railways will not in- 
stall automatic ticket dis- 
pensers at unmanned sta- 
tions — even though recent 
amendments to the Railways 
Act makes it an offence to 
travel without a valid ticket, 
Altona‘ Council was tld last 
week, 


“We realise that, at sta- 
tions where the traffic does 
not justify staff being 
attendance all the time, it 
is not possible to obtain a 
ticket,"" the Railways told 
the council. ‘In such cir- 
cumstances there is no 
breach provided a ticket is 
obtained at the first oppor- 
tunity. 

“Tf travel is made from 
unmanned stations on the 
Altona line, tickets may be 
obtained from the guard on 
the train. 

If passengers join at Pais- 
ley or Galvin they can buy 
their tickets at the destina- 
tion station. Our ticket. check- 
;ing and barrier staff know 
these things. 

“We have looked at the 
question of installing auto- 
mated ticket printing mach- 
ines at unmanned stations 
but this does not seem fea- 
sible. For one thing, they 
would be a favorite target 
tfor vandals.”

Fijian cannibals, William Buckley (the

Barry Sutton’s ancestors were connected 


with the sea for many 


generations, and they 


did more than their fair share to make Wil- 
liamstown, and Victoria as a whole, what they 


are today. 


Barry Sutton’s great-great grandfather, 


Thomas Halk Sutton, 


was born in England, 


and, as captain of a merchant ship, worked 
in the India trade for the British Government. 


Disillusioned by many 
Government policies, Thom- 
as Sutton left the India 
trade and bought a ship, the 


was issued in 1839, a few 
months before Sutton receiv- 
ed his, but Sutton’s licence 
now hangs in the Port Phillip 


Letitia. With his wife and! Pilots office. 


six children he set out to 
start a new life in Australia. 


After a strenuous six-month 
voyage the Letitia arrived at 
Port Sandridge, now called 
Port Melbourne. The year 
was 1838, just four years 
after Melbourne was founded. 


Thomas Sutton and his son, 
ealled Tom, plied their ship 
around Port Phillip Bay, and 
to the older colonies in Van 
Diemen’s Land. 

In the late 1830's the Let- 
itia was chartered to take the 
first Wesleyan missionaries, 
the Revs. Calvert and Hunt 
to Fiji, where the natives 
still practiced cannibalism. 

In a letter written in 1927, 
one of 
daughters, then 87, recalled 
the Fiji expedition: 

“Some of the crew, having 
put their boat in at the wrong 
point of the Island, had a 
narrow escape of being eat- 
en” the daughter wrote. 
“The savages had seen the 
vessel approach, and had got 
their ovens heated and then 
gone into the 
some purpose. 

“That act saved the lives 
of the crew, for they quickly 
pushed off and got safe 
away.” 

Whether the crew was dest- 


ined for the cooking pot, or 


the natives were frightened 


away by the sight of a sail- 


_ ing ship will never be known, 


but seamen before and after 1 


them disappeared after set- 
ting foot on the Fijian shore,

He 
then acted as guide to the 
party, consisting of the Tre- 
gurtha —_ brothers, Captain 
Whiting, Messrs. McKillop, 
William Roadnight and Wat- 
son, as they explored the 
Barwon River. 

Thomas Manifold heard of 
the expedition and wrote to 
Governor Latrobe of ‘“‘the 
pleasure party which had 
been with the brig Henry into 
Geelong Harbor’’.

Armytage joined a search 
party, and followed the Bar 
won River west. The party 
discovered Lake Colac. 

Captains Edward Tregur- 
tha and Whiting decided to 
make a rough survey of Port] 
Phillip Bay and the Heads. 
They ,had just finished this 
when the H.M.S. Rattlesnake 
sailed into the bay, to anchor 
off Gellibrand Point on Sep- 
tember 29, 1836. 

The Rattlesnake’s master 
was Captain Pope, an old 
schoolfriend of Captain Tre- 
gurtha. When he learnt of the 
bay survey, he asked Tregur- 
tha if he could have a copy of 
the chart, which showed bear- 
ings and soundings. 

The official chart later pub- 
lished by Captain Hobson, of 
the Rattlesnake, ‘reproduced 
the bearings and soundings of 
the Tregurtha-Whiting survey 
of the western side of the 
bay from’ Indented Head to 
Hat Rock, 

William Tregurtha, in his 
history of Gellibrand, states 
that Point Henry was named 
after his brother's brig, but 
a despatch to the Colonial 
Office by Sir Richard Bourke 
in 1837 shows that the point 
was named after Lieutenant 
H. R. Henry.
